They gave fur- 
ther information amd circumstances 
that leave no doubt in the minds of 
the officers who been there since 
yesterday that the Body of the woman 


Fort Thomas, and ‘who was in Cincin- 
‘nati last Friday night, is that of their 
daughter, Pearl, aged 23 years, who 
left home on January 28, ostensibly to 
visit her friend, Miss Jane Fisher, of 
Central avenue, Indianapolis. 

They have made every possible in- 
quiry today and find that she did not 
‘visit Miss Fisher, but that she was 
taken to Cincinnati by Scott Jackson. 
She took with her a switch of hair, 
which was brought back by the offi- 
cers and identified, as well as the 
‘clothing and locks of her own hair. 
The shoes that were brought by the 
officers were bought of Louis & Hayes 
by Pearl Bryan on November 18, 1895, 
and the marks. were identified by the 
dealers. As soon as the officers intér- 
viewed Mr. and, Mrs, Bryan and other 
members of the family, they sent word 
to Cincinnati to have Scot Jackson, a 
student at the Ohio Dental College in 
Cincinnati, arrested. The mother of 
Jackson lives here, and the families 
were intimate and highly respected.

At 11 o’clock tonight young Scott 
Jackson, an effeminate-looking man, 24 
vears old, of light complexion and wear- 
ing a sandy mustache, was taken into 
the Mayor’s office here and put through 
a most rigid examination by the Mayor 
and Chief of Police. Though the ordeal 
lasted until midnight, he came rough 
it with apparent calmness. Jackso 
was then committed to the city prion 
without bail. 

To the Mayor and Chief of Police the 
man denied any knowledge of the mur- 
der at Greencastle, though admitting 
that he knew Pearl Bryan. He claimed 
to have slept at his lodgings on last 
Friday, the night of the murder, and 
sent for another lodger at the same 
house, a Mr. Lamping, to verify his 
statement. Lamping stated that Jack- 
son came in about 10 o’clock Friday 
night, but that he had no means of 
knowing whether Jackson remained in 
his room all night. 

The weakest part of Jackson’s story 
is that about his conduct last Satur- 
day. On Saturday he took a valise and 
left it in a saloon opposite his boarding- 
house. This valise he carried with him 
all over the city that day and evening. 
The theory is that the head of the mur- 
dered girl was probably in that valise 
and he was going about with it to de- 
stroy it without being discovered. 

To account for this valise and why he 
carried it all day and night puzzled 
him more than anything else. In fact, 
he prevaricated and afterward ac- 
‘knowledged he had lied.

The regular order then being de- 
manded, the votes were taken on the 
amendments to the District of Colum- 
bia Appropriation Bill.to strike out 
the appropriations for sectarian char- 
itable institutions, 

Mr. Hepburn of Iowa tried to move 
to recommit the bill, but the Speaker 
declared that the motion could not be 
entertained, the ayes and nays on the 
passage of the bill having been ordered 
on the demand of Mr. Crisp. The re- 
sult was that many Republicans who 
were dissatisfied with the action of the 
House in striking out these items, 
voted against the bill. 

The Speaker announced the vote, 135 
yeas and 143 nays. It was the first de- 
feat sustained by the majority, and 
was greeted with cheers on the Demo- 
cratic side. Sixty-one Republicans 
voted against the bill. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio moved to re- 
consider. The motion was carried by 
189 to 80. Mr. Grosvenor then moved 
to recommit the bill with instructions 
to reéxamine the bill and report on the 
subdivisions under the head of chari- 
ties. The motion to recommit was car- 
ried without division. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa, chairman of 
the Committee on Judiciary, then 
opposed the Catron bill to prevent prize. 
and animal fights in the District of Co- 
lumbja and the Territories. He ex- 
plained that it had been considered by 
the Committee en Judiciary aad had 
been amended to meet the objections of 
Mr. Knox.

LONDON, February 5—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) .Clements Markham, 
president of the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society, ccutributes a two- 
column letter to the Times this mofn- 
ing, minutely describing all the carto- 
graphic evidence chtainable.in the so- 
ciety’s map-room bearing on the dis- 
puted boundary of Gutana from the 
yéar 1570 onward. He says that by the 
treaty of 1814 the Dutch ecded the por- 
tion of Guiana, including Essiquibo 
Basin, to Great Britain and that Spain, 
the sovereign. of Venezuela, was a 


As the inheritor from Spain of that 
sovereign,“ the letter goes on to say, 
“the Venezuelan reputlic is bound in 
honor to adhere to the treaty of 15874, 


which abrogated all previous claims | 


ever made by Spain, and secured to 
Great Britain the sovereignty of the. 
whole of the Essiquibo Basin.“ 

After then detailing Robert Schom- 
burg's exploration Mr. Markham con- 
tends that the concession of the Yuru- 
yari Valley, which was the British ter- 
ritory, to Venezuela, shows that noth- 
ing could have been further from the 
thoughts of English statesmen than 
an infringement of the Monroe doc-. 
trine. He concludes that even if the

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The World prints from the Jo- 
hannesburg Times of January 4 the 
full text of the letter sent to Dr. Jame- 
son by John Hays Hammond and other 
leaders of the Reform Committee. It 
is this letter which . Hammond's 
friends denied that he wrote, but a 
copy of it was found on Jameson af- 
ter his gurrender. The letter is as fol- 
lows: 
‘JOHANNESBURG, Dec. 20.—To Dr. 
Jameson—Dear Sir: The position of 
matters in this State has become 80 
critical that at no distant period there 
will be a conflict between the govern- 
ment and Uitlander population. It is 
scarcely necessary for us to recapitu- 
late what is now a matter of history. 
Suffice it that the position of thou- 


sands of Englishmen and others is 


rapidly becoming intolerable. Not 
satisfied with making the Uitlanders 
pay virtually the whole of the revenue 
of the country, while denying them rep- 
resentation, the policy has been stead- 
ily to encroach upon the liberty of 
the subject and to undermine security 
of property to such an extent as to 
leave deep-seated cause of discontent 
and danger. 

The foreign corporation of Hollanders 
is to a considerable extent controlling 
our destinies, and, in conjunction with 
the Boer leaders, is endeavoring’ to 


cast them in mould which is wholly 


foreign to the genius of the people. 
Every public act betrays, the most 
positive hostility, not only to every- 
thing English, but to neighboring 
States as well. In short, the internal 


policy of the government is such as to 


have aroused into antagonism not only 
practically the whole body of the Uit- 
landers, but a large number of Boers, 
while its external policy has exasper- 
ated neighboring States, causing the 


possibility of great danger to the peace 


and independence of the republic. " 

Public feeling is in a condition , of 
smouldering discontent. All the peti- 
tions of the people have béen refused 
with a greater or less degree of con- 
tempt, and in the debate on the fran- 
chise petition, signed by nearly 40,000

Plant Purchased.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 5.—A deal 
in oil was concluded today, which will 
be of much interest, the Arctic Oil 
Works having purchased ‘local 
plant of the Los Angeles Oil Exchange. 
This means that in future all the crude 
oil coming to this city from Los Ange- 
les will be handled by the Arctic Oil 
Works. Instead of the price of petro- 
leum being advanced, however, the 
indications are that the rate will go 
down. . 

The Arctic Oil Works has been mak- 
ing extensive improvements in their 
plant at the Portrero for several 
months past. A new wharf is being 
built and a tank with a capacity of 
40,000 barrels is in course of construc- 
tion. The company has no steamers 
in the oil-carrying trade at present, but 


arrangements are being made so that 


vessels can be docked at the wharf 
from ‘which oil can be pumped into 
the tank. | 

The question of transportation is be- 


ing considered by the firm and in all 
probability within the next two or 


three months a line of steamers wiil, 


be put on between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. 

We have not decided what we will 
do in the matter of transportation,” 
said Superintendent R. C. Emery. 
The matter will be discussed later. 
The consumption of oil in this market 
at present amounts to about twelve 
thousand barrels a day, but we expect 
to increase it to 1500 or 1600 barrels 
without any trouble. Our purchase of 
the plant of the Los Angeles Exchange 
means that we will in future handle all 
the oil coming here from the county of 


Los Angeles. 


“Our contract with the exchange 
compels us to take all the surplus pe- 
troleum from Los Angeles. All the oil 
which is now produced in Los Angeles 
county is sold through the exchange, 
so that no private sales can be made 
to people in this city.. As yet there has 

mn no change in rates, but if a 
change does occur, it probably will be 
a decline in price. Although we have 
a monopoly of the Los Angeles prod- 
uct, we are prevented from raising the 
price for the reason that we have com- 
petitors, not only in the oil business, 
but in the people who are bringing 
coal to this market. The coal men 
will naturally be our strongest com- 


petltors.“

Dr. Brown’s wife made a lengthy ad- 
dress in which she accused Mrs. Sarah 
B. Cooper of bringing sorrow to her 
home by introducing Mrs. Stockton to 
Dr. Brown. This brought forth a spir- 
ited reply from Mrs. Cooper’s daughter,’ 
Hattie, in which she accused Mrs. 
Brown of uttering falsehoods. The res- 
olution of confidence was adopted by a 
vote of 125 to 75. A peculiar feature of 
the vote was the fact that almost all of 
the young people of the church, es- 
pecially the young men, refused io 
vote confidence in Dr. Brown. All the 
grayheads voted confidence. 

The meeting opened with prayer, at 
the close of which Mrs. Brown asked 
permission to speak. She related in 
language which lacked nothing in em- 
phasis, her version of the events which 
led to the presence of Mrs. M. A. Stock- 
ton in the church, and to her introduc- 
tion to the pastor. Mrs. Brown accuse 
Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper of having brought 
that young woman to the church and uf 
having brought her to the notice of the 
Rev. Dr. Brown. She accused Mrs. 
Cooper of giving her public commenda- 
tion.

Dr. de Marville Saves the Life of His 
Orphan Babe.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 5.—Dr. H. 
B. De Marville is narrowly watching 
a case which has more interest for 
htm than any other he has attended in 
his professional career. The patient 
is his motherless little daughter, and 
for six weeks her life has been hanging 
on a mere thread, During this long 
period of suspense, in which the pa- 
rental fear doubted the physician’s 
skill, every symptom has been noted,

one as no other baby in San Francisco 
ever passed through and lived. Cer- 
tainly never in the history of medi- 
cine in this State has a similar method 
of treatment been resorted to with 
equal success. To the skill of the phy- 
sician, to which was added the solici- 
tude of the father, can the happy re- 
sult be ascribed. Simliar attempts. 
have been made in other parts of the 
world, but the medical records at hand 
are silent as to the final outcome. 

The babe was born on the 21st of last 
December, four days before the Christ- 
mas on which her mother passed away. 
Less than a year before Miss Cora 
Cadue had become the bride of Dr. 
De Marville. She was one of the most 
gifted and handsome young women in 
the city, .the daughter of Commodore 
Philip Cadue, and the wedding was dis- 
tinctly a society affair. Immediately 
after the marriage the doctor and his 
bride made a trip to Europe, remaining 
away until late in the fall. The happy 
-year of married life was just round- 
ing out with splendid promise of added 
joy when death came to end it all. 
From the same St. Luke’s Church 
where she had pledged her wifely vows; 
the bride of a-year. was taken to the 
tomb. Behind was left the husband 
and father, and the feeble life of the 
child... 

For hours the tiny flame flickered 
when all around preparations were be- 
ing made to fan it into strength. An 
incubator, it might be called, of Dr. 
De Marville’s own designing was con- 
structed. It was made of tin, then 
shaped somewhat similar to a bath- 
tub, with a false bottom. Into the 
space between the false and real bot- 


tom hot water was allowed to run and 


the infant was placed above in the 
downiest of little beds. A wet nurse of 
the doctor’s own selection was placed 
in charge of his daughter, and the 
struggle between life and death began. 

At intervals, as the physician di- 
rected, the babe was lifted from its 
cradle, it breathed in the air and ab- 
sorbed the light as nature intended, 
and it was nourished with the mother 
milk of a watchful, healthful woman. 

That was the treatment which Dr. 
De Marville prescribed for his daugh- 
ter. It was followed faithfully and 
the nest of the motherless babe is still 
in the incubator, the day of its urgent 
need is past, and, as the father him- 
self sass: My little one has as good 
a show for life as any baby I ever saw.”

PRINCE HENRY’S FUNERAL 


BUSINESS SUSPENDED ALL OVER 
THE ISLE OF WIGHT. | 


The Royalty and Nobility of Great 
Britain Gather at the Last Serv- 
ices Over the Remains of the 
Dead.

COWES (sle of Wight,) Feb. 5.— 
Business all over the Isle of Wight was 
practically suspended today and the 
inhabitants flocked to this city to Day 
a last tribute to Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg, husband of Princess Beatrice, 
who died on January 20 on the way 
from Cape Coast Castle to Madeira. 
Marines and blue-jackets were landed 
to take part in the procession, About 
10 o’clock the Duke of Connaught and 
the Duchess of Albany, and later 
Princess Beatrice, her children and 
Princess Louise drove from the Os- 
borne House to Cowes and embarked 
on the Alberta, There the three chil- 
dren placed a handsome wreath on the 
coffin. 

After the religious ceremonies, the 
funeral cortege proceeded to Whip- 
pingham Church. The route from 
Trinity pier was lined with guards 
from the fleet, behind which thronged 
sightseers and sympathizers. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies; George J. Goschen, First 
Lord of the Admiralty; A. J. Balfour, 
First Lord of the Treasury, and Vis- 
count Cross, Lord Privy Seal, were 
present. The Marquis of Salisbury 
and other Ministers at the same hour 
were attending a special funeral serv- 
ice in honor of Prince Henry 

estminster y. 
Cowles, the naval at- 
tache of the United States Ambassa- 
dor, represented Ambassador Bayard, 
who was 8 at the services at 
Westminster Abbey. 

Shortly before noon à. gun-carriage, 
drawn by six horses, arrived at the 
pier. Behind it was led Prince Henrys 
charger, with trappings, the riding- 
boots hanging reversed in the stirrups. 

Prominent among those at the pier 
were the Prince of Wales in a field 
marshal’s uniform, the Duke of York 
in a naval uniform, and the Duke of 
Connaught, Prince Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar, Prince Christian of Schles- 
wig-Holstein, Prince Francis of Bat- 
tenberg, Viscount. Wolseley, Gen. Sir 
Evelyn Wood, the quartermaster-gen- 
eral, Gen. Sir Redvers Buller, the ad- 
jutant-general, and other distinguished 
officers, all in their brilliant full-dress 
uniforms of their respective ranks, 
_A few minutes after the officers had 
assembled, the Queen’s carriage, pre- 
ceded by an outrider, was driven on 
the pier. It contained Her Majesty, 
Princess Beatrice and two of the lat- 
ter’s children, all in deep mourning. 
The casket was then shouldered by 
eight naval petty officers and was 
slowly conveyed from the Alberta to 
the guncarriage waiting at the end 
of the gangway. A flowing union jack 
hid the coffin, upon which rested the 
orders formerly worn by the deceased. 

On the casket also were several floral 
wreaths, including the tribute from 
the Queen, which Her Majesty placed 
upon the coffin yesterday after th 
body arrived, 

The funeral procession started for 
Whippingham Church at 12:30 o’clock. 
It was headed by a detachment of the 
Isle of Wight volunteers, followed by 
a detachment of Scots Guards. After 
the guards came the guncarriage, upon 
which the casket rested. Eight mili- 
try officers of high rank walked beside 
the gun-carriage, four on each side, 
acting as pallbearers. 

Behind the gun-carriage was led the 
charger of the deceased. Following

Money Made Off the Keeping of 
Federal Prisoners. 
| 
Jail-break at Phoenix—Preparations 
for the Carnival—A Sound-moncy 
Governor Wanted by Hoke 
Smith to Succeed Hughes. 


PHOENIX, Feb. 4.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The new County Jail, sup- 
posed to be about as secure as a burg- 
lar-proof safe, was cracked by one of 
the prisoners, and he is now at large. 
Thomas Kinney is the man who is a4 
prisoner no more, convicted of misde- 
meanor, but believed to be wanted 
elsewhere for more serious crimes, 
judging from the reticence he main- 
tained in jail. He was in one of the 
lower tiers of steel cells and sawed 
through the top of it. This was effected 
by first drilling a hole, after which he 
sawed out a hole large enough to ad- 
mit his body. 
the upper cell, which was empty and 
open. Some ropes were there, around 
a bundle of cots. With the ropes he 
climbed to a ventilator in the roof, 
which he opened. Fastening the ropes 
to a chimney he let himself to the 
ground, and escaped in the darkness. 
Search for him has availed nothing. 


ANOTHER RBSERVOIR SITE. 


Another utilization of flood waters 
for irrigation will be made on the 
Verde, just above its junction with 
the Salt. Surveys are now being made 
there by Engineer Norton, the County 
Surveyor, and others. The site is 4700 
feet above the Salt River, with crop- 
pings of bedrock 200 feet apart at the 
bottom, though at the extreme height 
of the proposed wall, 125 feet, the 
length will be 1600 feet. The water 
will be backed up the Verde Valley 
twelve miles, forming a big lake that 
will in itself be an attraction. The 
capacity of the regervoir is estimated 
at a continuous flow of 10,000 miner’s 
inches. The dam is thirty miles below 
the Rio Verde. Reservoir, now under 
construction, and will in no wise inter- 
fere with that enterprise. The Arizona 
Canal people are interested in the new 
reservoir.

THE HUDSON RESERVOIR. 
Without saying much about it, the 
Hudson reservoir people have for some 
time had preparations under way for 
active work.

WHIP AND GUN. 


Rival Dairymen Had a tively tAtile 
Set-to. 

At 2500 W. First street a dairy is run 
by two brothers, Burt and Ernest Dunn, 
and not far away another dairy busi- 
ness is conducted by a man named 
Laird.

After doing this they claim 
that Laird pulled a six-shooter and 
fired twice at them. This weapon was 
also taken away, and then the brothers 


will, giving Laird a thrashing such as 
he will long remember. When freed, 
the beatén man, overcome by rage, 
rushed to the Police Station and swore 
out two warrants, forgetting that two 
could play at that game. One of the 
Dunns was detained at the Station 
while the other went out and got bonds.

RICHARD KLATTKE KILLS MS 
FAMILY OF SIX. 


The Husband and Father Then Ends 
His Own Wreetchedness — The 
Seven Dead Bodies Found by a 

, . Prospective Employer. 


CHICAGO, Feb, 5.—The entire family 
of six, father, mother, wife and three 
children, were murdered last night by 
Richard Klattke, a Lakeview carpenter, 
who completed the work by killing him- 
self. The dead are: 

RICHARD KLATTKE, carpenter, 
38 years old. 

KATE KLATTKE, his wife. 
5 KLATTKE, his father, aged 

MINA WILHELMING, mother- in 
law, aged 71. 

MINA KLATTKE, daughter, aged 9. 

ANNA KLATTKE, daughter, aged 8. 

EMMA KLATTKE, daughter, aged 7. 

The members of the Klattke family 
were found dead early this morning in 
their little cottage at No. 207 Bersaker 
avenue, two blocks from Cuyler Station, 
a suburb of Chicago, on the Northwest- 
ern Railroad, by Matthew Brown, a 
saloonkeeper, who called to secure the 
services of a carpenter. Each of the 
seven corpses had a bullet wound in 
the head, and the death of all was 
evidently instantaneous. ; 

Beside the body of Richard Klattke 
lay a revolver and empty cartridge 
shells were scattered about the room. 
There were no indications of a struggle 
on the part of any of the victims. A 
heavy odor, which appeared to be that 
of chloroform, pervaded the house. 
From this it was surmised that Klattke 
first chloroformed the entire family, and 
had then taken deliberate aim and put a 
bullet into the brain of each. Every- 
thing pointed to a deliberately-planned 
murder by the head of the family, and 
the desire to place himself and them 
beyond any further earthly troubles. 

Klattke was despondent. His family 
was cold and hungry. Since Christmas 
he had been out of work, and ended 
their troubles just as relief was in 
sight. This morning his next-door 
neighbor, Adolph Schmidt, called at the 
cottage with the joyful news that he 
had found a job for Klattke. At the 
same time Matt Brown arrived on the 
same errand. Close examination of the 
remains showed that one of the victims 
alone had any warning of her fate. This 
was Mrs. Klattke, wife of the mur- 
derer. She, it appeared, struggied with 
her husband before the fatal shot was 
fired.. Her hands were scratched and 
her clothing torn. She evidently had 
been overpowered and thrown on the 
bed beside the dead body of her little 
seven-year-old daughter Emma, 

On a chair lay a whetstone and two 
knives, each of which had been sharp- 
ened to the keen edge of a razor. It 
was evident that Klattke had prepared

: in the City. 

William McMillan, Superintendent of 
Parks at Buffalo, N. T., was in Los An- 
geles yesterday, and made a tour of 
the city parks under the guidance of 
the local Park Superintendent, giving 
that functionary many pointers which 
he may profit by if he is to remain 
long in office. : 

Mr, McMillan is said to be the oldest 
park superintendent in the United 
States, having.served in the city of 
Buffalo in that capacity continuously 
for twenty-five years. The office is 
removed from politics in Buffalo, and 
the Park Superintendent has full con- 
trol of-park work, employing and dis- 
charging labor as he likes. Laborers 
in the Buffalo parks are given the same 
wages as paid by contractors for 
other city work, and the men are re- 
quired to work ten hours a day. Here 
eight hours constitutes a day’s work, 
and park laborers get about one-third 
more wages than men working for pri- 
vate contractors. Thus the city of Los 
Angeles gets much less for its money 
than does the city of Buffalo, which 
has 900 acres of parks and fifteen miles 
of park approaches. . 

Mr. McMillan expressed himself as 
being greatly impressed with the pos- 
sibilities for making fine parks in Los 
Angeles, but thoughtethe city had not 
yet accomplished as much in that direc- 
tion as might be expected of so enter- 
prising and prosperous a municipality. 

Mr. McMillan went round the kite- 
shaped track Tuesday, passed the night 
at Santa Monica, took a hasty glance 
at Los Angeles yesterday, and left for 
San Francisco last evening. This is his 
first trip to the Coast.

A journey out into the depths of 
space, where the planets twirl and 
great suns blase forth in splendor un- 
apeakable, that was the high privilege 
ot the astronomical section of the 
Southern California Science Associa- 
tion. Dr. Herbert M. Bishop threw 
open his hospitable house on Hoover 
street, across from the Casa de Rosas, 
and invited the star-gazers to peer 
through his fine seven-inch telescope. 
The early. part of the evening was 
passed in the discussion of the Nebu- 
lar Hypothesis. 
president of the section, read a paper 
on the wonderful theory and then led 
the animated discussion which fol- 
lowed. The talk wandered far and 
wide over the fields of science, now 
touching on modern interpretation of 
Genesis, nOw wandering afar to the 
subject of the atrophied eye which 
men carry in the top of their heads. But 
no matter where it went, it was in- 
tensely interesting, every moment of it. 
Then Dr. Bishop’s guests followed 
him up two flights of stairs to his 
observatory on the roof of the house. 
Here, sheltered beneath a’ revolving 
dome, is mounted a fine seven-inch 
telescope.

FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 


AVilloughby’s Resignation Accepted 
and Two Promotions Made. 


The Fire Commissioners met in the 
Mayor's office at 10 a. m. yesterday. 
Since Mayor Rader was absent, Com- 
missioner Kuhrts occupied the chair. 

Meyberg Bros.’s petition to erect and 
operate a steam boiler and engine in 
the rear of the Weil building on Main 
etreet near Second was ordered granted 
in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the Chief. 

Frank P. Willoughby tendered his 
resignation as a driver in the fire de- 
partment.

THE COURTS. 


Renewed Sensations in the Famous 
Holliday Case. 
The Holliday damage suit seems to 
be inexhaustible in the matter of sen- 
sations, for the entire family connec- 
tion has now jumped in, and part of 
it, at least, seems bent upon making 
a holy show of itself. Mrs. Mary Hol- 
liday, née Thurman, started the ball 
to rolling yesterday morning during 
the progress of a few remarks by Gen. 
Jones, preparatory to the culmination 
of the argument over the admission 
of testimony from the trial which took 
place in the Justice’s Court. 


It was before the jury had taken its 
place, and all was quiet and decorous 
as usual, when Gen. Jones's speech 
was suddenly interrupted by Mrs. Hol- 
liday, who rose and walked somewhat 
unsteadily up before the Judge. The 
spectators who were nearest to her 
thought that she had been indulging 
in a few extra glasses of her favor- 
ite champagne, and the clerk tried 
to stop her, but in vain. Gen. Jones 
stopped abruptly, and everyone looked 
on in amazement, while she made the 
following extraordinary. uest: 
“Judge, I want to be allowed to put 
in my statement in my own way.“ 
Judge York nearly fell off the bench, 
but his never-failing suavity did not 
desert him, and he replied, with grave 
courtesy: 

“Madam, your evidence will be con- 
sidered when the time comes for call- 
ing you as a witness.” 

“I know,” persisted Mrs. Holliday, 
“but I want to know if I can't be 
privileged to tell my side of the*story 
narratively, as I did in Justice Young’s 
court. I don't want to be bothered 
with questions and I don’t want to be 
cross-examined.” 

“Your evidence will be taken in the 
regular way,“ said Judge York, “I can 
grant no special privileges to any wit- 
ness, and I ‘cannot prejudge this af- 


| fair in any manner whatever.” 


The court spoke with such decisive 
emphasis that Mrs. Holliday subsided, 
and the slight disturbance quieted 
down before the jury came in. 

The testimony in the former trial 
having been admitted. Gen. Jones 
proceeded to read the most important 
parts to Mrs. Fannie Holliday, who re- 
sumed the stand, that she might have 
an opportunity of contradicting them 
if she saw fit. A little ripple of amuse- 
ment ran through the room as the 
lawyer read that portion of Edward 
Holliday’s testimony where he mod- 
estly admitted that he really thought 
his sister-in-law was infatuated with 
him, and that this was the cause of 
her violent attack upon his wife’s 
property. When asked if this were 
the case. there was the clash of steel 
in Mrs. Fannie’s flute-like tones as she 
answered with a most emphatic nega- 
tive. 

She denied with scorn, all the more 
biting because it was so quiet, that 
she had ever thrown her arms around 
Mr. Holliday’s neck, or had tried in 
any way to thrust her affection upon 
him. and so make trouble between him 
and his wife.

Mrs. Holliday was pale and somewhat 
wild-eyed, and thick of speech. Her 
bönnet was tilted rather askew, and 
the “cheek plumpers” which artfully 
attempt to give her face a youthful 
roundness, were shifted slightly out of 
position as her head wobbled some- 
what loosely upon its fastenings. She 
manifested a great fondness for Mr. 
Hunsaker, whose argument she inter- 
rupted several times by loud whispers 
of “Mishter Hunshaker,” and sundry 
clutches at that gentleman’s coat-tail, 
as he passed and repassed her.

The testimony 
given yesterday contained in substance 
merely a repetition of the facts already 
known.

BADLY BURNED. 


Narrow Escape of Mrs. R. Hawkins 
from Death. 


Mrs. Robert Hawkins was badly 
burned by the upsetting of a coaloil 
lamp about 6 o'clock yesterday even- 
ing.
